Had the Governor kept on inti- 
mate terms with the Appeal this fact 
would have been withheld from the 
public and instead of virtually con- 
ceding that C. C. Stevenson is not a 
fit person for the position he occupied, 
the Appeal would continue sounding 
his praises. 

Every netgear person who 
hada particle of State pride in his 
composition blushed at the very first 
official document issued by Governor 
Stevenson. It was stolen bodily from 
the inaugural address of Governor 
Foraker, of Ohio, an@gthough it con- 
victed C, C. Stevenson of being a thief, 


the Appeal and, in fact, all other 
Republican papers in the 
had naught to say in condemnation 
of the literary larcenist. Believing, 
as he had cause to, that his

still Getting Gold —The Carson 
River Dry. 


Ed. Harris’ famous mine in the hills 
east of Washoe Lake is making a very 
good showing of ore on its lower level, 
recently tapped by the new tunnel— 
600 feet in length. The ore is princi- 
pally of the black sulphuret character, 
some of it bearing resemblance to 
Comstock silver ore. A day or two 
since he cut a fine ledge of rich ruby 
silver ore, ten inches wide. Al! of the 
ore found on this level is of a refrac- 
tory nature, only to be reduced at the 
Reno Reduction Works by roasting, 
etc. The rich chute or chimney of fine 
gold ore found in the upper levels 
should be intersected by this tunnel in 
about 100 feet further.
